For  tlie  last  three  and  a-lialf  years  the  manage- 
ment and  chief  editorship  of  the  Ophthalmic  Review 
has  rested  in  my  hands,  and  this  has  of  necessity 
entailed  a more  or  less  extended  acquaintance 
with  the  literature  of  the  subject,  both  English 
and  foreign. 

During  the  past  eighteen  months  or  so  I have 
devoted  a good  deal  of  time  to  the  study  of  ocular 
pathology  in  the  laboratory  and  museum  of  the 
Moorfields  Hospital  and  am  very  keenly  interested 
in  the  subject.
